exhaustive report of the I nlted States 
geological survey, 
The existence of 
pretroleum in the sulf costa! plane ex­ 
tending inland for from 50 to IOO miles 
has been known as Tar back as 18*50. 
The conclusion reached with regard to 
Spindletop field was that Spladletop oil 
rock contains about one-fourth of Its 
volume of oil. 
Even if the estimate of 
one barrel obtained for every twenty- 
six cubic feet foV Spindletop and a lit­ 
tle loss for other fields, there should be 
a yield equal to the Baku in 
Russia 
and much greater output than that of 
any other American field. 
The yield 
of the Baku field has been estim ated to 
equal about one-fifth of the volume of 
the rock. 
Petroleum stored in tretoo 
limestone of the best producing lime­ 
stone In America has been estim ated 
at about IO per cent of the rock, and 
the statem ent is 
made 
that 
smaller 
portions 
of 
the 
best 
Pennsylvania 
fields have yielded 900,000 barrels per 
square mile. 
The report says that the 
apparent consensus of opinion am ong 
the chemists who have examined the I 
field la that the gulf coast petroleum is 
unsuited for the production of illum i­ 
nating oil, and that it is doubtful if it 
can be m ade to yield good lubricating 
ell on a commercial basis. Its value as 
a source of asphalt and gas oil are as 
yet undetermined.
